No, 22/7/80-PT.—The water dispute regarding the inter¬ 
state river Naimada and the river valley thereof, between 
the States of Gujarat, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra and 
Rajasthan was referred for adjudication to the Narmada 
Water Disputes Tribunal constituted by the Government of 
India in October, 1969 under tho Intei-State Water Disputes 
Act, 1956, The Tribunal submitted its further and hnai 
icport to the Government of India in December 1979. As 
required under Section 6 of the Act, the Government of 
India published the decision of the Tribunal in the Ofliceial 
Gazette on 12th December, 1979, whereupon the decision 
became final and binding on tho parties to the dispute. In 
its final order, the Tribunal has, inler-alia, directed setting up 
of an Iotcr-Stato Administrative Authority to be called Nar¬ 
mada Control Authority for the purpose of securing com¬ 
pliance with and implementation of the decisions and 
directions of tho Tribunal.
